Association Co-chairwoman Katrina Ivanoff

Before the armory, the festival was held at the Clatsop County Fair- 
grounds, then located on the property that now houses the movie theater and Asto- 
ria Aquatic Center. The festival has always been absolute delight for all of one’s sens- 
es — watching and listening to the coronations, the dancers, singers and musicians, 
tasting and smelling all the wonderful foods, viewing the wonderful crafts that have 
been for sale. Many years of festivals are locked away in my memories. 

The festival outgrew the fairgrounds and eventually the armory, and moved to 
Astoria High School. It also changed from a one-day event to a full weekend of fam- 
ily, friends and fun. In 2000, the Scandinavian Festival moved to its new (old) home 
of the Clatsop County Fairgrounds at 92937 Walluski Loop. Here you will find the 
Scandinavians of Clatsop County celebrating midsummer the third weekend of June 
The beautiful view of the hills, fields and trees really lends itself to our celebration 

The Astoria Scandinavian Midsummer Festival is an all-volunteer association. It 
isa labor of love for all of us. Without the hard work of so many, we would not have 
the unique celebration of Astoria’s Scandinavian heritage. To all the volunteers over 
the last 40 years, your efforts have brought us to where we are today. The current 
association would like to extend its deepest thanks to everyone who has ever 
been involved with the Astoria Scandinavian Midsummer Festival. 

This year, the festival will be June 15, 16 and 17. I hope to see you all there. We 
look forward to celebrating 40 years of festival — family, friends and fun.

FLAG HISTORY 


DENMARK 


Denmark is not only the oldest kingdom in the world today, 
it also has the world’s oldest flag, the Dannebrog, red with 
a white cross, As the oldest flag in Scandinavia, the Dan- 
nebrog provided the pattern for the other Scandinavian 
flags. According to legend, it descended “as a sign from 
heaven” in 1219, turning defeat into victory for the Danish 
crusaders. The Dannebrog celebrated its 750th anniversary 
in 1969. The Danes use every festive opportunity to fly their 
flags and this year’s Midsummer Festival will be no exception. 


| SWEDEN 


The Swedish flag is a yellow cross on a light blue field. There 
are many reasons for the Swedish flag being blue and yel- 
low. They are the outstanding colors in the northern land. The 
flowers, the lakes, yellow cornfields against the blue of a 
summer's sky and the blue eyes and blonde hair of the girls. 
They are the same today as when the flag was first raised 
above Swedish soil. 


FINLAND 


Finnish heraldry dates to the 16th century. Battle flags were 
displayed on equal basis with the Swedish armed forces 
during this period. When Finland became a Grand Duchy 
under Russia, it was allowed the privilege of flying its own flag, 
similar to the present-day flag of a blue cross on a white back- 
ground. The present standard was adopted in 1918 after Fin- 
land’s independence from Russia. The blue signifies the sky 
and lakes of Finland and the white, a blanket of snow. 


a | Norway 


The Norwegian flag, first approved for use by merchant ships 
in 1821, became the national flag in 1898, The red field bears 
a blue cross superimposed on a broader white cross, The cross 
reflects Christian tradition, which began in Norway about the 
time the Viking period ended. Norway was united with Den- 
mark for more than 400 years under the Danish flag, then 
transferred to Sweden at the end of the Napoleonic wars. 
Norwegians had several grievances, one of which was that 
they had no flag. In 1821, they decided to have their own flag.

a ICELAND 


Tne modern Icelandic flag came into existence in 1915. For 
Icelanders it is like a vision of their country’s landscape. Of 
the three colors of the flag, the deep blue signifies the 
ocean, the red the fire, and the white the ice. The cross sym- 
bolizes the Christian faith, which the Nordic people have 
shared over a millennium. In the sign of the cross, the colors 
of the Icelandic flag united in a harmonious triad.
